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Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The subject 
matter of the independent claims could either not be found or was not suggested in the 
prior art of record. The subject matter not found was an injection device with syringe 
cartridge that biases the syringe in a protected position, with a compound plunger 
formed by an inner plunger, positioned within an outer plunger, the inner plunger acting 
on a reservoir of hydraulic fluid, the reservoir formed within the outer plunger, the 
compound plunger having a hydraulic orifice which allows the hydraulic fluid, once 
compressed by the inner plunger, to escape into a second sealed reservoir, the second 
reservoir sealed by a slidable seal, the outer surface of the outer plunger and the inner 
surface of the syringe cartridge.
